All Appropriations and 
Authorizations Are To 
Be Subjected To Close 
Scrutiny by Fiscal Head 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—(4)—An 
assertion by President Roosevelt that 
he was moving to curtail government 
spending today coincided with a dis- 
closure that federal fiscal experts 
were contemplating a plan for a com- 
posite farm-relief tax bill which, if 
submitted as such, would seek to raise 
$900 ,000,000. 

Mr. Roosevelt disclosed at his press 
conference he had ordered Danie] Bell, 
acting budget director, to make a 
broad survey of all government de- 
partments to determine: 

1, What reductions can be made in 
appropriations or authorizations that 
affect the public debt. 

2. What cuts can be made in ap- 
propriations affecting next year’s 
budget. 

3. What authorizations for govern- 
ment borrowing and lending can be 
cancelled. 

Among officials working on the tax 
bill there was talk that only $500,-

NICARAGUAN CAPITAL 


Mobs Parade, Threaten To 
Fire Buildings as After- 
math of Slaying. 


MANAGDA, Nicaragua, Feb. 11.— 
(UP)—A riotous mob paraded Ma- 
nagua streets tonight, threatening the 
electric light plant and attempting to 
set fire to several buildings as an 
aftermath of the slaying of a striking 
chauffeur by a British banker. 

The National bank closed its doors 
as a precaution against looting. Many 
business houses followed suit. 

General Anastacio Somoza, head of 
the national guard, addressed the 


and appeased them somewhat when 
he announced that Porfirio Perez. dis- 
trict president, had resigned. Police 
Chief Domingo Melendez was also ex- 
pected to submit his resignation. 
The chauffeur was shot shortly after 
a strike was called when the strikers 
attempted to attack Charles Wheelock, 
part owner of a private bank which 
operates under the Banco Anglo Cen- 


tral.

Wheelock’s automobile, which he 
was driving at the time, was destroy- 
ed by the mob. A cordon of national 
guardsmen was thrown around his 
home, the door of which was barred 
by the British flag. 

The strikers, carrying the budy of 
their dead comrade, paraded -through 
the principal streets. 

Additional police were posted at 
strategic points to avert increased vio- 
lence. 

The mob marched on the electric 
light plant, owned and operated by 
the Citizens’ Utilities of Minneapolis, 
Minn., and threatened to close it in

New Search for Lt. Helms Spurred 
By Beliet He Survived Plane Crash 


200 Join in Hunt for Missing Flier, Fiance of Toby Wing, 
Screen Actress; Evidence Shows Pilot Was Alive 
After Crackup. 


MARCH FIELD, Cal., Feb. 11.— 
(P)—Spurred by indications Lieuten- 
ant John T. Helms may have survived 
the crash of his plane six weeks ago, 
200 men battled rain and fog tonight 
in search for a trace of the missing 
army flyer. 

“I am afraid there is little chance 
he will he found alive,” said his com- 
manding officer, Lieutenant Colonel 
John H. Pirie. 

But augmenting 100 CCC workers, 
Colonel Pirie dispatched 100 soldiers 
from March field to establish camp 
in San Bernardino National forest, 
25 miles from here, where the wrecked 
plane was found. 

The renewed search, was organized 
after evidence was found by army air 
corps officers that Lieutenant Helms, 
amateur tennis player and fiance ot 
Toby Wing, film actress, was alive 
after the crash the night of Decem- 
ber 30. 

Colonel Pirie said an examination 
of the wreckage—found yesterday a 
few miles from Cajon pass, one of the 


'main highways into California from 


the southwest—indicated the 27-year- 
old officer crawled from the plane and 
walked away. 

Officers expressed belief Helms 
might have fallen down one of the 
narrow canyons or over one of the 
waterfalls in the region while trying 
to reach a trail during the night. 

The nearest ranger. station was 
some 15 miles over the mountains, 
although the airline distance was 
small. 

Apparently he took with him from 


the plane hig three-day food supplies, | 


water and first aid kits. 

The crash took place apparently 
about 9 p. m. directly on the course 
Helms was flying from San Francisco 


bay to his post here. It was in a 


deep canyon, rough with rocks and | 


underbrush, 


There still was gasoline in the 
plane's tankg, and the fact that it did 
not catch ftre suggested he had turned 
the ignition off. The wreckage was 
in rough mountain terrain, at an ele- 
vation of 4,500 feet, considerably be- 
low the snow line. 

His unstrapped parachute was 
found in the pursuit plane’s cockpit.

BARRETT PRAISES 
SUPREME COURT 


Federal Jurist at Savannah 
Lauds ‘Freedom of Press’ 


Decision. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 11.—(#)— 
Judge William H. Barrett, of Augus- 
ta, judge of the United States district 
court for the southern district of 
Georgia, praised the supreme court 
here today in his charge to the fed- 
eral grand jury after referring to “un- 
seeming criticism by a high official.” 

The ¢ourt obviously alluding to a 
recent statement by Henry A. Wal- 
}lace, secretary of agriculture, in which 
|Mr. Wallace described the supreme 
‘courts processing tax decision as 
“probably the greatest legalized steal 
'in American history.” He did not men- 
‘tion Mr. Wallace’s name, however. 
| “Freedom of the press is one of the 
‘fundamental rights of the people and 
_one of our safeguards,” the jurist stat- 
ed, with reference to yesterday's deci- 
sion of the supreme court in the Lou- 
isiana case arising from the late Huey 
P. Long’s advertising tax on newspa- 
| pers. 
| “Public opinion is the greatest bul- 
| wark we have against all isms,” Judge 
| Barrett asserted in another portion of 
ihis charge. 
| Lauding what he termed the “very 
| remarkable record’ of the highest 
‘tribunal, Judge Barrett pointed out 
| that the supreme court does not at- 
itempt to savy what policies the gov- 
ernment shall adopt, but whether they 
‘come within the constitution.

A driver who “slam-bangs” his way 
through traffic at a dangerous speed 
is nothing but a “show-off who hasn’t 
matured to the responsibility of a

ion of Charles Boroughs, of 465 East 
Pace’s Ferry road, as stated .yéster- 
day in a letter to The Constitution 
Safety Council. 

“Drivers muct be made to realize 
how absurd it-is .to~driye- home in 
the shortest possible time, and dan- 
gerously; only te’ loaf with nothing 
to do all the evening“except, perhaps, 
to read about the day’s automobile 
accidents or play bridge,” says Mr.

“Almost any man driving a high- 
powered car. will, on occasion, be 
“tempted to ‘step on it’ and shew the 
boys what the old bus will do.

Meanwhile, Great Britain’s hockey 
team, storm-center of the _ briskest 
controversy so far, sprang a sensa- 
tion by whipping their arch-rivals and 
the defending Olympic champions, 
Canada’s sextet, tonight. The final 
score was 2 to 1 as the Britons capi- 
talized the brilliant work of their 
goalie, James Foster, one of the two 
Canadian-trained players who were 
banned at first by Canada’s protest 
and subsequently reinstated under 
acrimonious circumstances. 

Despite the dismal outlook from a 
championship standpoint, the day was 
not a total loss for the American 
forces. The hockey team, showing a 
striking return to form, plastered a 
2-0 defeat on Czechoslovakia after the 


in the first six to earn America’s first 
points since ‘the international games 
started last Thursday. 

EQUALS RECORD. 

Ivar Ballangrud, Norway’s world 
champion, equaled the Olympic record 
of 43.4 seconds as he won the 500- 
meter speed skating crown by one- 
tenth of a second from his compatriot, 
Georg Krog. America picked up 6 1-2 
points in this event when Leo F reisin- 
ger, 19-year-old Chicagoan, finished 
third for the bronze medal; Delbert 
Lamb, of Milwaukee, fifth, and Allan 
Potts, Brooklyn veteran, tied for 
sixth. 

Although Norway gained 15 points 
when Ballangrud and Krog “inished 
one-two, Germany remained far in 
front in the unofficial team stand- 
ings with 97 points. Norway was sec- 
ond with 52. No other nation has 
scored more than 11 points. 

BIGGEST SHOCK. 

The principal shock of the day 
came in the bob-sledding competition. 
America’s two entries, piloted by J. 
Hubert Stevens and Francis Tyler, 
both of Lake Placid, N. Y., wound.up 
in fifth and tenth places, respective- 
ye at the end of the first day’s rac- 
ng. 

Switzerland’s sensational pilots, 
Pierre Musy and Reto Capadrutt, 
whipped the dangerous Olympic run 
to a frazzle to gain the top two places. 
A surprise British four, piloted by 
Frederik McEvoy, was third. 

Although no better than fifth in 
the combined standings for the first 
two heats, Stevens was credited with 
the second fastest run of the day. On 
their second dash down the chute, the 
Americans were clocked in 1:19.17. 

NEAR RECORD. 

Late in the day when the 1,600- 
meter course (slightly less than one 
mile) was at its best, Musy sent one 
of the Swiss sleds down the slide in 
1:18.78, within eight-tenths second of 
the course record of 1:18 held by 
Hans Kilians, of Germany, Musy trav- 
ersed the route at an approximate 
speed of 45 miles her hour. 

The final two heats of the competi- 
tion will be run tomorrow. 

America’s hockey victory, coming 
in the first game of the second round- 
robin series, not only revealed the 
winners as the most improved team 
in the tournament but seemed to as- 
sure the United States of safe passage 
into the final round, 

Czechoslovakia had been figured as 
the most dangerous of three opponents 
for America in the second round. 
Neither Sweden nor Austria, on per- 
formances to date, figures to give the 
Americans more trouble than they 
can handle. 

Meanwhile compulsory figures 
marked the opening of the women’s 
figure skating championship with 
Sonja Henie, Norway’s queen of the 
ice, apparently headed straight for a 
third Olympic crown.

‘heavy casualties in the resulting 


battle. 


“Certain governments of Europe are 
exceedingly displeased” that the mu- 
tual assistance pact is up for ratifi- 
cation, Izvestia said. This reference 
was believed to be to Germany and 
Poland. 

“Japanese authorities, either on spe- 
cial request or their own initiative, 
render a pecularly friendly service to 
governments striving to disrupt the 
Franco-Russian agreement.”
